Miss  Loh,  who  is  now  twenty 
years  old,  will  complete  her  sop¬ 
homore  year  at  St.  John’s  Uni-, 
versity  in  Shanghai  this  June 
where  she  lias  been  studying  in 
the  field  of  education.  She  is  a 
leader  of  the  Christian  Fellow¬ 
ship  there  and  has  served  as  a 
volunteer  teacher  in  schools  for 
adult  education.  Highly  talented 
in  music,  she  has  a  beautiful 
voice  and  plays  the  piano  well. 

Her  father,  Dr.  K.  Z.  Loh,  is 
General  Secretary  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Y  M  C  A,  the  largest  in 
China,  and  is  an  alumnus  of  Yale 
in  America  and  Oxford  in  Eng¬ 
land.  She  is  the  niece  of  Dr. 
Homer  C.  Loht  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  National  Student  Re¬ 
lief  Committee  in  Shanghi.  He 
visited  GSCW  in  1942  when  he 
spoke  in  behalf  of  the  World 
Student  Fund.  It  was  through  Dr. 
Loh  and  Mr.  Henry  T. "  Ware, 
secretary  of  the  Southern  Area 
Student  Council  of  the  Y  M  C  A 
in  Atlanta,  that  the  YWCA  here 
learned  of  Mary’s  desire  to  study 
in  America.

Miss  Gertrude 
Ehrlich  of  Germany  entered  the 
freshman  class  in  the  spring  of 
1941  and  graduated  with  a  BS 
degree  in  June  of  1943.  She  has 
since  that  time  received  her  MA 
degree  from  the  University  sof 
North  Carolina  with  a  major  in 
mathematics  and  is  now  teaching 
at  Oglethorpe  University  in  At¬ 
lanta. 

Miss  Ruth  Marianne  Singer, 
currently  studying  here  at  the  col¬ 
lege,  is  the  third  foreign  student 
to  receive  scholarship  aid.

Letter  To  The  Students 

Dear  Students: 

We  have  a  job  to  do  and  promises  to  uphold.  When 
we  enthusiastically  accepted  the  rule  changes  which  are 
on  trial  for  spring  quarter,  we  also  accepted  the  responsi¬ 
bility  that  goes  with  additional  freedom. 

The  new  rule  changes  were  presented  in  a  student 
body  meeting  and  posted  an  each  dormitory '  bulletin 
board.  Evidently  the  new  privileges  are  not  appreciated 
because  they  are  being  abused  by  a  few  students.  In  the 
majority  of  the  violations  the  students  confess  that  they 
did  not  know  the  rule  or  just  did  not  think.  The  rules  are 
publicized  and  it  is  up  to  the  individual  to  do  the  thinking. 
May  I  emphasize  here,  that  .ignorance  is  no  excuse.  Put¬ 
ting  the  rules  on  trial  basis  is  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
them  to  see'  if  they  could  be  used  effectively  next  year.

Most  students  do  not  realize  that  each  rule  has  a  defi¬ 
nite  purpose  and  that  the  Student  Council,  not  the  faculty, 
suggests  rules  and  the  changes  in  rules.  Therefore,  we 
students  together  are  responsible  for  the  rules  that  we

The  Child  Guidance  class  did  a  very  good  turn 
for  the  day  last  Friday'  when  they  went  out  to  Boys 
Training  School  to  a  party  for  the  boys.  They  all 
deemed  to' have  a  good  time,  too. 


Are  you  one  of  those  persons  at  GSCW  who  feels 
that  the  regulations  are  too  strict  and  have  lit¬ 
tle  o  rno  value  to  the  student  body  as  a  whole?  If 
so,  will  you  look  with  me  at  some  of  the  rules  en¬ 
forced  at  GSCW  a  few  years  ago. 

In  1935-36,  smoking  was  a  major  offense,  as 
was  riding  with  men.  Students  were  allowed  only 
one  week-end  off  campus  a  quarter.  Eleven  o'clock 
lights  were  observed  in  all  dormitories.  This  same 
year,  freshmen  were  cautioned  to  rise  when  upper¬ 
classmen  entered  the  room.  Also  freshmen  were 
restricted  to  one  telegram  and  two  special  deliver¬ 
ies  a  month,  and  two  letters  a  day.  Packages  were 
inspected  by  upperclassmen. 

In  1*937-38,  freshmen  were  not  allowed  to  have 
radios  in  their  rooms.  A,  few  years  laier,  freshmen 
could  have  radios  when  deemed  advisable  by  dor¬ 
mitory  court,  the  housemother,  and  the  dean,  of 
women.  Students  were  not  allowed  to  attend  Sun¬ 
day  movies  under  any  circumstances.  Attendance 
at  all  meals  was  compulsory  "for  health's  sake." 

In  1938-39,  by  special  request  of  the  pastor  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  president  of  the  college, 
students  could  attend  Sunday  School  and  Young 
People's  meetings. 

Until  a  few  years  ago,  students  were  not  allowed 
to  go  to  town  on  Saturday  or  Sunday  afternoons. 

Many  other  rules  which  seem  just  as  restrictive 
as  these  when  compared  with  our  present  rules  may 
be  found  in  olrMicmdbooks.  After  reviewing  these 
regulations  -under  which  the  student  body  of  GSCW 
was  once  regulated,  we  can  only  be  thankful  for  the 
.Krriled  restrictions  under  which  we  now  live. 

BUT  we  are  in  danger  of  loosing  many  of  our 
privileges  unless  we  can  prove  our  ability  to  ac¬ 
cept  responsibilities  to  the  faculty  committee  and 
the  student  government.  No  one  wants  to  loose  the 
benefits  which  we  receive  from  our  present  govern¬ 
ment,  but  if  we  prove  untrustworthy  and  unreliable, 
that  is  indeed  what  faces  us  in  the  future.  We  can 
not  expect  to  have  fewer  rules  until  we  respect  and 
adhere  to  those  we  now  have. 

SHALL  WE  RETURN  TO  THE  GSCW  OF  THE 
PAST  OR  GO  FORWARD  TO  A  BETTER  GSCW  OF 
THE  FUTURE?  THE  ANSWER  IS  UP  TO  US. 


CRIME  AND  PUNISHMENT 

by  Dostoevsky

Against  a  gray,  depressing  background  of.  pov¬ 
erty  and  mental  .depletion  is  starkly  painted  a  subtle 
and  powerful  phychologtcal  study  revolving  around 
one  incident  ...  the  members  of  the  time-worn 
pawnshop  keepers  by  Raskolnikov,  a  young  stu¬ 
dent. 

Desire  for  worldly  possessions  seemed  to  be  the 
obvious  reason  for  Raskolnikov's  murdering  the 
two  old  women,  but  there  was  a  deeper,  underlying 
purpose. 

He  told  Sonia,  his  one:  companion  in  a  miserable 
existence,  that  he  did  it  because  he  wanted  "to  be¬ 
come  a  Napoleon"  .  .  .  "Anyone  who  is  greatly 
daring  is  jight  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  He  who 
despises  most  things  will  be  a  law-giver  among 
them  and  he  who  dares  most  of  all  will  be  most  in 
the  right." 

Raskolnikov  impresses  one  as  being  so  vastly 
egotistic  that  he  would  rather  risk  losing  his  life 
than  sink  into  the  oblivion  of  mediocrity.  Murder 
was  merely  his  way  of  trying  to  prove  to  himself 
he  could  do  and  get  by  with  things  the  average 
person  could  not. 

Sonia's  love  for  both  Raskolnikov  and  her  family 
was  so  strong  she  literally'  gave  her  life  to  make 
theirs  more  livable.  Neverless,  she  is  not  greatly 
to  be  admired,  because  she  did  not  have  strength 
to  stand  up  and  fight  against  fate  and  used  the 
pages  of  her  .Bible  as  a  refuge. 

My  criticism  of  CRIME  AND  PUNISHMENT  as  a 
whole  is  that  it  plunges  the  reader's  mind  into  a 
sort  of  dark  misery  and  never  quite  brings  it  back 
to  the  light.

We  do  not  want  it  to 
become  a  GSCW  institution.  It  is  an  accepted  fact 
that  the  most  unpleasant  phase  of  writing  a  term 
paper  or  in  preparing  a  book  review  is  the  thought 
of  the  work  to  be  done.  Time  wasted  in  thinking 
about  work  could  be  used  to  do  that  wotrk.  And 
our  new  quarter's  resolution  would  not  be  broken. 

Those  four  weeks  until  exams  seem  like  a  long 
time  now.  They  can  be  used  for  a  long  loaf  fol¬ 
lowed  by  lhat  inevitable  mad  scramble  of  last  min¬ 
ute  work,  or  they  can  be  a  period  of  organized  study 
followed  by  a  day  or  two  of  free  time.

We  are  especially  proud  of  the  recognition 
that  members  of  our  faculty  have  received  in 
their  respective  fields. 

Dr.  Gertrude  Manchester,  head  of  the  phy¬ 
sical  education  department,  has  been  elected 
a  fellow  to  the  American  Association  for  Health. 
Physical  Education,  and  Recreation. 

Dr.  Clyde  Keeler,  biology  department,  re¬ 
ceived  a  prize  for  the  best  research  paper  from 
the  Association  of  Southeastern  Biologists.  His 
paper  was  entitled,  "Modification  of  Brain  and 
Endocrine  Glands  as  an  Explanation  of  Altered 
Behavior  Trends  in  Cost-Character  Mutant 
Strains  of  the  Norway  Rat." 


There  is  no  real  assurance  that  Raskolnikov  will 
be  happy  at  the  end  of  his  seven  year  imprison¬ 
ment.  Rather  than  triumphing  over  his  hardships,- 
he  merely  becomes  resigned  to'  them. 

Reading  a  Russian  novel  was  a  new  experience 
for  me.  Dostoevsky  had  the  ability  to  make  his 
characters  come  alive  .  .  .to  make  the  reader  sym-, 
pathize  with  them  even  while  they  wallow  in  the 
misery  they  seem  to  enjoy  in  an  odd  sort  of  way.
